on Account of Back Water— 


Wheat Fields Covered. 


W ith a 
persistency that charac­ 
terizes his blustering manner, King 
W inter 
last 
night 
kept 
pounding 
aw ay on the thermometer until the 
timid, little streak of mercury, fright­ 
ened 
and 
alarmed, 
kept creeping 
down the tube 
finally 
resting just 
two marks 
above 
the 
zero point. 
Unofficial thermometers were 
more 
timid than 
the 
government instru­ 
ment and many 
of them 
dropped 
several degrees 
below 
the starting 
point. 
The temperature today was 
not the coldest that has been record­ 
ed but because of the moisture in 
the atmosphere and the warm weath­ 
er just preceding the cold snap the 
drop was very noticeable. 
The low­ 
est temperature registered during the 
present winter was one degree above. 


Th e weather man carefully laid h is 
plans for the present cold wave and 
beginning in the northern part of the 
United States 
kept 
the cold wave 
steadily moving towards the central 
states. 
Twenty-four hours before it 
arrived the weather bureau in Indi­ 
ana gave out the warning that the 
mercury would hover around the zero 
mark last 
night. 
In 
cities in the 
northern 
part of 
the state, 
zero 
weather was reported. 
Light flurries 
of snow 
were 
noticed 
during the 
night but the weather was too cold 
for a steady snowfall. 
The cold wave has almost entirely 
checked the rise of the swollen rivers 
and streams which were many times 
their normal size on account of the 
recent continued rains. 
The freeze 
kept much of the water in the ground 
and as soon as the feed streams had 
reached their crest the rise of White 
R iver 
was 
smaller. 
The 
highest 
stage 
reached 
at 
the 
Rockford i 
pumping 
house was fourteen 
feet | 
which was twelve inches higher than ! 
the record of the last high water. 


Reports from all parts of the coun­ 
ty today say that while the rivers 
and streams are still more than bank 
full the water is slowly receding. 
In 
some places blocks of ice are float­ 
ing down stream while tin* back w at­ 
er over the roads and fields has a 
¿solid surface of ice. 
On account of 
the high water it is still impossible 
to use all the roads in the county and 
it will likely be several days before 
travel can be resumed. 
Between here 
and 
Cortland the 
w ater is over 
the 
road at several 
points. 
No attempts are being made 
to drive through 
the 
water on ac­ 
count of the 
ice. 
A 
Cortland man 
today said that in one or two places 
near the B ell’s Ford bridge the water 
was deep enough to swim a horse. 
Indian Creek is still out of its banks. 
A fter the streams left their banks 
and the water spread out over the 
adjoining fields the rise was slower. 
It is reported that the Muscata- 
tuck R iver at 
the 
Chestnut Ridge 
bridge i> up almost to the floor of the 
bridge. 
This gives an idea of the 
amount < f 
water carried 
in that 
stream ; > the bridge is unusually 
high. 
In other

er farmers think that the weather 
the la s t few days will do mgeli to 
eliminate the Hessian fly which has 
caused extensive lo"s in this county 
during the last two years.

weeks ago.

minate and would now be killed by 
the cold. 
One man said that in his 
experience the most effective weapon 
against the fly was for a hard freeze 
to follow quickly upon a period of 
moderate weather. 
Frozen ground, 
it is explained, is beneficial to the 
wheat but the fields that are entirely 
covered with ice may be smothered 
unless there is a thaw within a few 
days.

A ease growing out of the elec­ 
tion of officers of the Citizens’ State 
Bank at Crothersville and involving 
the control of the institution has been 
filed in Circuit Court.

the attempt to vote twenty-six shares 
held by Dr. P e rry Kendall by proxy, 
which would have changed the result 
of the election, is alleged in the com­ 
plaint to have been prevented. 
K en ­ 
dal was in Chicago at the time of the 
election, it is stated, and the prox­ 
ies were held by his w’ife. 
The plaintiffs 
are Dr. 
Kendall, 
Adam G. Ritz, Smith Sayres, Frank 
Brad y, Frank R . Jones and E . C. 
Franklin. 
The defendants named are 
W alter Hughes, George Mount, J. A. 
Nelson, Henry Rider, Evan J. Hughes, 
Henry Butts, W illiam II. Snyder and 
Louis Nchrt. 
The plaintiffs alleged 
that of the 250 shares of stock, only 
239 w’ere represented and that if 
Dr. Kendall’s stock represented by 
proxy had been accepted in the vote, 
they would have been elected direc­ 
tors. 
The defendants, with the exception 
of Snyder and Nchrt, maintain they 
are directors and as such held a 
meeting and elected W alter Hughes 
president and Dan Vogles cashier. 
The election of Butts and Kendall as 
directors is uncontested. 
Until the 
case is determined the men who claim 
to be in charge of the bank will con­ 
tinue the business. 
The case will not 
be settled at this term of court, it is 
believed.

SEYMOUR MERCHANTS TO 
BID FOR CONVENTION 


At the request of County Super­ 
intendent J. E . Payne the teachers of 
the various townships are to decide 
whether or not they desire to accept 
the provisons of the recent Indiana 
teachers’ annuity law. 
A t the coun­ 
ty institute a resolution asking that 
the county be made a unit under 
the law was adopted but up to this 
time no action has been taken to­ 
wards filing a request with the state 
board. 
The provision concerning 
the pension law was included in the 
general resolutions and was not vot­ 
ed on separately. 
However, it is un­ 
derstood that although a few of the 
teachers are not favorable to the 
measure the m ajority would like to 
see Jackson county made a unit. 
Seymour has already been accept­ 
ed as a unit, the teachers here hav­ 
ing voted unanimously to accept the 
provisions. 
The act provides that 
all cities of 5,000 and over and each 
county m ay be declared units. 
A c ­ 
ceptance is not compulsory and any 
teacher m ay use his 
discretion 
in 
paying the assessments. 
A fter a city 
or county has become a unit any 
teacher employed within such unit 
has the right to accept the law. 
The teachers of C arr and D rift­ 
wood townships will hold a joint in­ 
stitute at Yallonia tomorrow to vote 
on the question.

R ailw ay Men’s 
Union, 
one 
of the 
strongest labor organizations in Great 
Britain, today defied the government 
to pass the conscription bill. 
In the most drastic resolution yet 
adopted by any labor body the exe­ 
cutive committee of the railw ay un­ 
ion declared their organization will 
resist conscription 
to the 
utmost. 
They intimated that a strike of all 
the railroad men in Great Britain 
might be called if the bill is passed 
by parliament.

that they are of little use, it is said.

The local library is in receipt of 
a letter from Henry N. Sanborn, se< 
retary of the Public Library Commis­ 
sion, in which he states that a bill i- 
now pending m congress to eompc 
libraries to pay the list price for all 
hooks. 
At the present time libraries 
get a discount from the publisher* 
The letter is self-explanatory: 
“Do you wish to pay full list price 
for all the books which you buy for 
your library? 
There is at present 
before Congress a bill known as the 
Stevens Billj which, if it becomes a 
law% will compel 
all libraries 
and 
schools to pay for books 
the list 
price the same as any individual, no 
matter how many books a library 
buys. 
This means that you will be 
able to buy fewer new books, or you 
will have to increase your tax levy. 
No person interested in libraries and 
public education should fail to pro­ 
test vigorously against the passage 
of this bill. 
The American Library 
Association is to make a formal pro­ 
test. 
You can help greatly if you will 
write a letter to your representative 
and senator in the U. S. Congress and 
get every one of your trustees and 
local school board to do the same.

London. J an. 14 .— The recent plac­ 
ing of a censorship on both outgoing 
and incoming American mails has al­ 
ready produced results, according to 
officials, in the form of the rev elation 
of a widespread espionage plot, whicn 
the officials declare has justified the 
large department necessary to carry 
on the work.

Scutari Is Threatened. 


London, Jan. 14.—The first battle 
on Greek soil between the Franco- 
British expedition and one of the three 
armies reported to be sweeping down 
upon the allies, is imminent. 
While 
there is no official confirmation of the 
Athens reports that the Teuton-Bul- 
gar-Turco drive has begun, the French 
war office refers for the first time in 
several weeks to the army of the 
orient. The official French statement 
with regard to this army says: 
“There is nothing of importance to 
report from the Greek front. 
Our 
plan of defense made it necessary for 
us to blow up the railroad bridges at 
Demir Hissar and Kilindir.” 
This step is interpreted as immedi­ 
ately preparatory to meet the onrush 
of the invaders. 
Both places men- 
tioned by the French statement are 
strategically important. Demir Hissar! 
on the river Struma, represents the 
furthermost northeastern point of the 
allied line in Greece. 
The Turkish army in the northeast 
is estimated at 50,000, the Bulgars 
coming from due north of Salonica at 
100,000. and the Teutons, whose start­ 
ing point is Monastir, in the north­ 
west, are believed to be at least 250,- 
000 strong, making a total of 500,000 
men the allies will have to face. The 
latter’s forces are not thought to ex­ 
ceed 300,000. 
With a clash between these huge 
armies a matter of hours, the interest 
of the entente is directed with equal 
anxiety 
toward 
the 
operations 
in 
Montenegro, 
where 
the 
Austrian 
armies are steadily moving southward.> 
Cettinje, the Montenegrin capital, is 
already under bombardment of the ( 
Austrian long range guns. 
Its fall 
became ineviable with the capture of 
Mt. Lovcen, south of the Austrian 
Adriatic port of Cattaro two days ago 
The Austrians have already taken 
Njegusi, five miles northwest of the • 
cape. 
The latter has been evacuated, j 
according 
to 
Scutari 
advices, 
the 
Montenegrin government having been , 
removed probably to Scutari. 
The 
latter city is threatened by the Bui- j 
garian invasion whose progress is 
clouded in secrecy. 
With all hope for Montenegro aban­ 
doned, even by the most optimistic 
military critics, the fear is growing 
that Albania will be equally at the 
invader’s mercy. 
The fortified Montenegrin city of 
Antivari, near the coast and due west 
of Scutari, is under fire of the Aus­ 
trian long range guns. 
In view of the 
lack of artillery and the scarcity of 
supplies and food, the Montenegrins 
are not believed to be able to hold 
out anywhere.

Financial Independence. 
Rome, Jan. 14.—According to news 
received through diplomatic sources 
from Bucharest, the Germans have as­ 
sumed complete control in Bulgaria, 
which has been deprived of economic 
and financial independence. 
The gen­ 
eral staff of the Bulgarian army and 
the Bulgarian railways, police and 
censorship are controlled by Germans 
A special commission of German offi 
cers is requisitioning foodstuffs with 
out limit on the pretext of reprovis­ 
ioning the army. 
Instead, according 
to the information received by your 
correspondent, 
they 
are 
sending 
enormous supplies, especially wheat, 
to Germany. 
The provisions are paid 
for in German paper money at a com­ 
pulsory exchange rate of 27 per cent. 
Thus the local currency has depre­ 
ciated. 
Discontent is widespread and anti 
German feeling is growing. 
The Bul­ 
garians openiy express regret at the 
alliance with the Germans, which, 
they say, amounts to subserviency. 
Czar Ferdinand is indignant, but 
powerless. 
He does not dare to op­ 
pose the Germans and he fears the 
loss of his throne. 


A m i^ssador W illard Sued. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—Suit for $50,- 
000 damages against Joseph E. Wil­ 
lard, American ambassador to Spain, 
was filed here by Charles L. Ruffin, 
a civil engineer, who charges he was 
injured when removed, through Wil­ 
lard’s influence, from the vice-presi­ 
dency of a company organized to con­ 
struct seventy-three miles of railroad 
from Richmond to Urbana, Va. 


Knox Candidate For Senator. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 14.—Philander 
C. Knox, attorney general under Mc­ 
Kinley and Roosevelt, senator from 
Pennsylvania and secretary of state 
under President Taft, formally an­ 
nounced his candidacy as Republican 
candidate for the United States sen­ 
ate.

The warn • g was issued following 
the receipt < f official confirmation ol

where Monday’s 
massacre occurred, and likewise a re­ 
newal of assurances to the secretary 
by Eliso Arrendondo, Carranza’s am­ 
bassador, designated to the United 
States, that the Carranza government 
would live up to its assurances, given 
at the time of its recognition. 
While feeling in congress over the 
latest Mexican outrages continued to 
grow in intensity, the president still 
maintained his determination to deal 
with situation through the Carranza 
government. 
Resolutions were again introduced 
in congress. looking toward the armed 
intervention and speeches were de­ 
livered indicating deep feeling. 
In issuing his warning Mr. I^ansing 
said: 
“I would again urge Americans to 
keep out of all sections of Mexico 
where lawless conditions exist. 
if 
Americans go into such territory they 
take their chances.” 
The following communication was 
presented to Secretary Lansing by 
Mexican 
Ambassador 
Arrendondo. 
acknowledging receipt of a copy of 
the secretary’s formal communication 
to the Carranza government, demand­ 
ing the capture and punishment of 
the Villista bandits: 
“I have the honor to acknowiedge 
the receipt of your excellency’s note 
of this date with its enclosure relative 
to the murder by Villa forces of six­ 
teen Americans, near the city of Chi­ 
huahua and of the situation in the 
state of Durango. 
Your excellency 
may feel assured that my government 
and myself deeply deplore the dastard­ 
ly action of the Villa forces, and that 
efficient action will be taken to bring 
the murderers to justice and that my 
government also will take the neces­ 
sary steps to remedy the situation in 
the state of Durango. This latter m at­ 
ter has already been brought to the 
attention of Mr. Carranza, and while 
T feel certain that he will omit no 
trouble to bring the murderers of the 
Americans to justice on his own ini­ 
tiative, I have nevertheless communi­ 
cated with him by wire on the subject. 
“Renewing to your excellency the 
assurance of my profound regret for 
the occurrence, I have, etc. 
“E. ARREDONDO, 
“Ambassador Designate.” 
Talking to Senator Sheppard, Texas, 
who called to express his belief that 
the situation was dangerous and to 
express confidence that the adminis­ 
tration would act vigorously in the 
matter, President Wilson reminded 
the senator that the Americans killed 
were specifically warned to keep out 
of the district where they met their 
death. 
Senator Sheppard sent to the 
White House later a telegram he had 
received from Dr. C. C. Young of El 
Paso, asserting that the Americans 
murdered had been “urgently invited” 
by General Obregon, the Carranza 
commander in Chihuahua, to return 
to their properties, stating they would 
not be molested. 
Confirmation of reports that three 
more Americans had been murdered 
in Mexico by Villa bandits have been 
received.

PETER’S SERMON AT PENTECOST. Acts 2:14-47 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. 
Acts. 2 :21. 


This is the first recorded sermon of a 
mere man filled with the Spirit, and if 
all sermons were molded on the same 
pattern the Holy Spirit could accom­ 
plish much more than He is by an or­ 
dinary sermon permitted to do, for in 
this sermon by Peter the Word of God 
is the substance of the discourse. 
He 
quoted at least four portions of Scrip­ 
ture, the prophecy of Joel; II Sam. 
vii; Psalms xvi and ex. 
It was wh:it 
would be called now a Bible study, 
and I have learned in forty years of 
experience that the souls of men every­ 
where are hungering for the Word of 
God, and it is written of that alone 
that it shall not return to Him void 
and that by it He will accomplish His 
pleasure (Isa. Iv, 11). 
Peter quoted from Joel ii, 28-32, to 
6how that this manifestation of the 
Spirit was a fulfillment of that predic­ 
tion, and not any wild ravings of 
drunken men. The complete fulfillment 
of Joel’s words will be at the second 
coming of Christ to judge the nations 
and open the eyes of Israel (Joel iii, 
1, 2). 
Peter theh told them that Je­ 
sus of Nazareth, whom God had so 
manifestly approved among them, blit 
whom they had by wicked hands cruci­ 
fied, God had raised from the dead, ac­ 
cording to His assurance to David in 
Ps. xvi and II Sam. vii, and had given 
Him a place at Ilis own right hand 
until the time should come for Him to 
overthrow His enemies according to 
Ps. ex. 
God had told David that He would 
establish his throne and his kingdom 
forever in one of his descendants, and 
our lesson says that David knew that 
God meant not Solomon, but the Mes 
siah, the Christ (II Sam. vii, 12-19; 
Acts ii, 30), risen from the dead and 
immortal. The sufferings of Christ are 
most vividly portrayed in Isa. liii, but 
His resurrection is seen there also in 
verse 10, for one who dies can prolong 
his days only by rising from the dead. 
Notice in this discourse Peter’s refer-) 
ences to the resurrection of Christ in 
verses 24, 30. 32, 30—that by the res­ 
urrection God made that same Jesus 
whom they had crucified both Lord 
and Christ and that lie had raised up 
Christ to sit on the throne of David. 
In I Fot. i, 21, we read that God raised 
Him from the dead and gave Him 
glory. 
We seem to come nearest to 
the Father's heart when we. too, give 
Him glory or seek in all things to 
glorify Him (I Pet. iv, 11). 
When thej 
prophet Micah predicted His birth in 
Bethlehem he spoke of Him as “ruler 
in Israel" (Mic. v. 2). and in the full­ 
ness of time He will surely be King of i 
the Jews on the throne of David, but 


He will also be the King of kings and 
Lord of lords. King over all the earth 
(Luke I. 32. 33; Rev. xvii, 14; xix. 10; 
Zeeh. xiv. 9). 
Being rejected (the Jews insisted on 
crucifying Him, saying, “We have no 
king but Caesar’’—John xix, 14, 15). He 
ascended, and the heaven must re­ 
ceive Him until the times of restora­ 
tion of all things which God hath spo­ 
ken by the mouth of all His holy proph­ 
ets since the world began (Acts iii, 21). 
The congregation to whom Peter de­ 
livered this discourse were all Jews, 
devout 
men 
out 
of 
every 
nation 
under heaven (verse 5), and when they 
saw from their own Scripture, as un­ 
folded to them by the Spirit through 
Peter, that their Messiah was to die 
and rise from the dead and thus be­ 
come an immortal man, and that what 
had been done by their rulers in their 
blindness was also foreseen and record 
ed, the Spirit convinced them of their 
sin, and they said to Peter and the rest, 
“Men and brethren, what shall we 
do?” (Verse 37.) 
Peter urged them to repent and be 
baptized and receive remission of sins 
and the gift of the noly Spirit. 
This 
they gladly did. and that day about 
3,000 Jews were added to the number 
of the saved in Christ (verses 38-41). 
This is one fulfillment of the words of 
the Lord Jesus, “Greater works than 
these shall he do because I go unto the 
Father” (John xiv, 12). 
We must not 
think that if we are Spirit filled we 
shall always see souls saved, for Ste­ 
phen was filled with the Spirit and so 
spoke that he received stones enough 
to kill him (vi. 5, 10; vii, 55-GO), but 
probably’ Saul never forgot it, and it 
may have been one of the links in the 
chain leading to his conversion. 
One 
who is Spirit filled will say as*Paul did, 
“Christ shall be magnified in my body, 
whether it be by life or by death” 
(Phil, i, 20; Rom. xiv, 8). 
Let us learn from verse 23 of our les­ 
son that God's foreknowledge of what 
wicked people will do to His people 
does not lessen the guilt of the evil­ 
doers, nor in any way excuse them. 
Let us learn also that God permits evil­ 
doers and even the devil, to work out 
unintentionally Ilis purposes, for He 
maketh the wrath of man to praise 
nim and restrains the reminder (Ps. 
lxxvi, 10). 
May we ever rejoice in the 
risen Living Christ. Ilis finished work, 
Ills present ministry of intercession. 
His coming again and in all the glory 
of Ills Kingdom, continuing steadfast­ 
ly In the apostles’ doctrine, with glad­ 
ness (42-47). 
By the same Spirit who 
dwelt in Jesus Christ we may be ap­ 
proved of God and have Him work in 
us such works that God shall be glori­ 
fied in us (verse 22; II Tim. if. 15).

Bloodhound Boh Owens, of Bed­ 
ford, famous in the Sarah Schafer 
murder case, and the man who stood 
the 1915 legislature on its collective 
head, including that of the Governor 
of Indiana, until the present law, ex­ 
empting bloodhounds from taxation, 
became an official part of the 1915 
a<-ts, Wednesday filed his declaration 
of candidacy for a state representa­ 
tive nomination 
on the Democratic 
ticket, with the secretary of state. 
Practically as soon as the declar­ 
ation of candidacy was filed, a well- 
known champion of Boh at the state- 
house let it he known that Owens’ 
race for the legislature was to be 
with the idea in view of repealing the 
famous bloodhound hill as soon as 
the house and senate can convene. 
The reasons, therefore, are singular 
only, this champion of Bloodhound 
Boh declared. 
For Boh has come to the realiza­ 
tion that after 
the 
Governor of a 
state, the committees of that state’s 
legislature and finally the legislature 
itself allowed his vaudeville blood­ 
hound tax bill to lx'come a law— it 
was all a mistake. 
He didn’t want 
such a law after all. 
For, Owens 
now argues, there is competition in 
the bloodhound business, others hav­ 
ing entered the arena. 
These can 
less afford to pay taxes on tin* blood­ 
hounds than can he; therefore, he 
will seek election to the legislature, 
personally to direct the fight against 
his own law— tin s 
striking 
at his 
business opponents. 
It is not known whether another 
legislature in Indiana will stop the 
progress of a state’s law-making to 
dabble with the question of a tax on 
bloodhounds, so
